day awarded the contract for gravel- 
ling the Camrose-Wetaskiwin high- 
way, a distance of 23 4-10 miles from 
the eastern boundary of Wetaskiwin 
to the western beundzry of Camrose. 
According to specifications, 21,095 .cu. 


yds. of material will be used, with 
60,430 cubie yards haui. 

It is understcod that the Commer- 
cial Cartage Company will immedi- 
ately commence placing on the 
ground the necessary equipment, and 
supply dumps of gravel will be lo- 
cated along the highway between 
Camrose and Wetaskiwin.

I note, of course, that the minister 
is saying that he has had no construc- 
tive suggestions. I think he made 
an exception of the suggestion which 
came from the hon. member for North 
Vancouver (Mr. McRae). But 1 ven- 
ture to observe that certain construc- 
tive ‘suggestions have come from the 
United Farmers of the west. They 
may have been suggestions with which 
he did not agree, or he may be in a 
position to-night or some other time 
to reveal the weaknesses of those sug- 
gestions, But that they were con- 
structive there can be no doubt, and 


I hope if he has overlooked them so 
far he will take them into his serious 
consideration in the immediate future. 


1 One of these constructive suggestions 


I can put in a very brief form.

SCHOOL PUNISHMENTS OF. 
A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


(By Agnes Canham) 

In these days, when “the cane of 
the teacher has become both material- 
ly and spiritually the baton of the 
leader,” when “the Sergeant-Major 
Major has given place to the Scout 
leader, the Big Brother, the Instigator 
of Quests, it is difficult to imagine a 
time when the equipment of a school 
was incomplete without such instru- 
ments of torture as the birch, the fer- 
rule the backboard and “stocks.” 


The birch is familiar to us ail, at 
least pictorially. No sketch of the old 
schoolmaster {s complete without one. 
It consisted of a bunch of birch twigs 
tied together, which could easily be 
replaced when worn out, In the old 
days of village schools, it was no un- 
common happening for boys to besent 
out to the woods to gather twigs for a 
birch, which would ultimately be 
tried upon them. No great damage 
could be done by such a birch, but the 
method was somewhat spectacular, 
which may have had a salutary effect. 

I have heard my great uncle tell 
of an old Irish schoolmaster, who 
taught in the village school about 
1850 and who had such a weakness 
for rum, that he kept a bottle hidden 
in a shed in the school yard, to which 
he used to resort. Invariably he came 
back, warmed up (so to speak) swing- 
ing his birch, to find the school in an 
uproar, when he would fall upon any 
boy he chanced to fancy, with his 
birch chasing him round and round 
the school room (the boy trying to 
elude it) chuekling the while, “Och! 
the villain—the dog, he likes it—he 
likes it.” 

The birch, a8 a meats of punish- 
ment, was limited to. poys, BB, its 
seriqus application dembnded a cer 
tain’ breadth of space gnly provided 


when the victim lay across the mas- 


ters’ knee.

But more interesting than these 
was the “backboard” as a means of 
punishment, for it had the advantage 
of combining correction and an exer- 
cise in deportment.

Unlike most industries, which are 
able to suit thelr work and output 
according to probable demand and 
price, the farmer is quite unable to 
do anything of this kind, His farm 
consists in the west of so many acres 
to be seeded, so many acres to be 
summer-fallowed. And whether the 
prospect ahead is for a good year or 
a bad year, for ample moisture or no 
moisture, for a high price or a low 
price, for a scarcity of crop or for an 
over-production of crop, the farmer in 
general is utterly unable to take any 
precautions to fit his work according 
to possible future prospects. He can 
but go through all the motions and 
seed in due and proper season the 
land which is available on his farin 
for that purpose.

So, feverishly and actively, he goes 
about his job, and the stock and the 
animals, the home and the women- 
folk and children, all have to conduct 
themselves so as to fit in with that 
which will best permit, without let or 
hindrance, this vital business of seed- 
ing. 

Day by day necessary jobs accumu- 
late, not only in the farmer’s work on 
the land, in his machinery and equip- 
ment, and around his farm buildings, 
but also in the work he should do for 
hig womenfolk. There are supplies 
to be hauled from town, a yard that 
should be cleaned, fencing that should 
be repaired around the house now that 
the ground has thawed out and the 
garden stuff must go in; perhaps a 
building to be moved or repainted, and 
so on and so forth. 

Every year on this farm we have 
been promised a day’s respite from 
seeding between the putting in of 
the wheat and oats and another day 
between the putting in of oats and 
barley. Never, however, have these 
days matured to do these odd jobs. 
Always, when the wheat is finished 
and the services of the men are de- 
manded on this odd day, the good man 
replies:

Then there is the question of pro- 
duction itself. There is no doubt that’ 
if a boot and shoe factory in Canada 
increased its output there would be a 
great danger cf blocking the market 
untess the purchasing power could be 
increased to an amount which would 
equal the increase in production.

FARM -LOAN RELIEF | 


Twelve hundred Alberta farmers ' 


have expressed a desire to come un- 
der the provisions of the Farm Loan 
Act, and application forms to 600 of 
the first 1,200 who made inquiries con-— 
cerning the act were sent out from 
the offices of the board at Edmonton 
during the two weeks the office has 
been opened, Hon. R. G. Reid, pro- 
vincial treasurer ,stated in the course 
of an, interview Thursday morning.

REPORT CORRECTED 


To the Shareholders of the Wetaskt- 
win Creamery Co., Limited, and local 
Dairymen:— 

I wish to correct the report made 
in the last issue of The Times by 
Messrs. E. R. Rasmuson, Geo. Water- 
ston and J. R. Rickard, 
ectors of this Company, and in fair- 
ness to the local shareholders of the 
Company, should have stated the 
facts in their report. 

No such clause as mentioned in the 
report is embodied in the Prospectus 
of the Company, which was filed with 
the Registrar of Companies in Ed- 
monton, by the Edmonton City Dairy 
in 1922 (and is still on file) at the 
time the above named committee 
proceeded to Calgary they knew this 
Burns & Co. Limited could not be 


‘expected to comply with a condition 


which they were not a party to and 
of which they knew nothing. 


Burns & Co. Limited for reasons 
stated to the committee declined to 


Wetaskiwin’ Creamery Company’s 
plant and equipment at the disposal 
of ‘the Creamery Association on a 
rental basis, which was agreed to by 
the Directors of the Local Company 
and the Directors appointed by the 
Association, including the above 
named Committee. A contract was 
drawn. up to meet the requirements 
and .satisfaction of the Directors of 
the Association, and was signed on 
behalf “ot. the Association by E. R. 
Rasmuson and George’ Waterston. 

Within. one week of the signing of 
the contract, the Alberta Dairy Pool 
purchased the equipment of the Mu- 
tual Creamery Company, and the above 
named-men, without explanation and 
without regard to the contract which 
they had signed, joined the board of 
pool, Mr. Rasmsuon merely stating 
that their signatures were of no use 
on. the contract. 

_The Company, ‘however, in view of 
the fact that they have also signed the 
contract, wil} keep ifaith with the 
Dairymen and carry out the terms of 
the contract. 

I understand that new directors will 
be appointed to fill the vacancies 
caused by these withdrawals. —
